j ALLFORNIA, the state of many controversies over Japanese 
C questions, was the first to respond when the earthquake across 
the sea left its trail of horror. Southern California is more 
than doing its bit—a splendid example to the world and to 
the other states in which the Japanese question has never become 






a problem. 

What a glorious record this nation of ours is making through 
history! Cuba suffered and the United States set her free. China 
will never forget the Boxer indemnity. At the time of its arrange- 
ment the great sleeping nation learned for the first time that it had 
a friend in the world. It was the American Red Cross that first 
rushed to the aid of the starving, the wounded and the homeless in 
Bolshevist Russia and, among the masses, at least, in Russia we are 
called ‘‘friend.’’ 

So it has been since this nation of ours became a reality. No 
one ever has denied the fact that war between Japan and the United 
States was but a question of years. The presence on the west coast 
of virtually the entire United States navy has had its interpretations 
both here and in Japan. In the Orient, observers repeatedly have 
told us, the Japanese war party has been preparing for war. 

And then came the earthquake! 

Instead of warships, we are sending Japan balm for her injured, 
food for her hungry. Japan, who has heard of our tremendous sea 
power, the manner in which we rolled out fighting millions into 
France, of our ‘‘devil dogs,’”’ and of all our facilities to destroy, for 
the first time iS coming into actual contact with the brand of 
Americanism we like best to talk about—service to humanity.

CAR SHORTAGE HTD 
GRAPE DISTRICTS 





Marketing of grapes in the KEti- 
danda-Cucamonga districts slumped 
Wednesday when a shortage of re- 


frigerator cars struck Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Although the supply of cars avail- 
able for grape shippers met the de- 
mand throughout the earlier days of 
the season, Wednesday was the first 


time that railways were unable to 
deliver all the cars ordered by 
shippers. The shortage, unless it 


becomes far more acute, will not 
seriously menace the marketing of 
the thousands of tons yet on the 
vines, leading shippers of the district 
said. 

“Our shipments were 
50 per cent normal,” said Charles 
Latimer, independent shipper, but 
he added, “there is nothing to indi- 
cate the shortage will be serious.” 

Cars Delayed in East 

The shortage in cars on the Santa 
Fe Railway, which serves the dis- 
trict with the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific lines, is due to the 
delay in getting the cars returned 
from eastern market centers, it was 
announced by R. P. Hinze, car dis- 
tributor of the Los Angeles division. 
Wednesday was the first day in

which all orders for cars could not 
be ‘filled, the official said. 
In the Santa Fe shops employes 


of the car department are working 
a 10-hour shift in the attempt to 
supply shippers with cars. As fast 
as the cars are returned from the 
east, they are hurriedly sent through 
the shops for cleaning and repairs. 
Shortage Temporary 

The movement of the San Joaquin 
Valley fruit crop utilized practically 
all available cars only a few weeks 
ago, until the peak of the season 
was reached. Santa Fe officials de- 
clared that they believed the short- 
age would not continue and that no 
serious damage to grape shippers 
would result.

Warns Against 
Hosiery Swindle 


House-to-House Canvassers Collect Dollar 
and Disappear 


Housewives of Upland are warned by Mr. Reynolds 
of the Reynolds-Harnish Dry Goods Company to 
be on the lookout for swindlers selling hosiery 
from house to house. These canvassers show 
spurious credentials and claim to be selling Phoenix 
hosiery. They secure a deposit of one dollar and 
advise their victims that the hose is to come by mail 
and the balance collected by the postman. The 
canvasser pockets the dollar, and that is, the last 
heard of him. 


According to Mr. Reynolds, the Phoenix hose is sold 
only in retail stores but it is a widely-known brand, 
and the canvassers use that fact to get a hearing 
and thus work their swindle. 


A statement issued by the company says that Pink- 
erton detectives are operating in more than a dozen 
states trying to run down these canvassers. Post- 
office inspectors have also been called upon, where 
there is evidence of use of the mails, as in some 
instances these swindlers claim to sell Phoenix but 
deliver a makeshift worth about half the price. 
Mr. Reynolds requests anyone who is approached 
by a hosiery canvasser to call the Reynolds-Harnish 
immediately, giving them the facts, so that 
they may place the information before the proper 
authorities,
